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REMARKS 

Claitns 1 and 9 have been amended, claim 8 has been canceled, and claim 26 has been added. As 
such, claims 1-7, 9, 10, and 12-26 arc CUircnlly pending in the case. Further examination and 
reconsideration of the presently claimed application are respectfully requested. 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 10 and 12-25 were allowed. Applicant appreciates the Examiner's allowance of claims 10 
and 12-25 and awaits allowance of the remaining claims. 

Obieciirtns to the Clainis 

Claims 8 and 9 were objected to as being dependent upon rejected base claiins. Applicant 
sincerely appreciates the EAnrainer^s recognition of the patentable sub ject matter recited in lhc8c claiins. 
To expedite prosecution, claim I has been amended to incoiporalc ihc hmitation of allowed claim 8, 
placing claim 1 in condition for allowance. Since claim 9 is dependent from claim 1, claim 9 is condition 
for allowance for at least Ihc same reasons as that claim. Accordingly, removal of the objection to claims 8 
ami 9 is respectfully requested. 

ScciiQii 102 Rejections 

Claims t-4, 6, and 7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § I02(l>) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 5,780,346 to Arghavani et al (l^ereinafter referred to as "Arghavani"). As noted above, claim 1 has 
been amended to incoqioraTc the allowable limitations of claim 8- Thus, claim 1 and claims dependent 
therefrom arc in condition for allowance. Accordingly, removal of tliis rejection is respectfully requested. 

Sect ton 103 Rejections 

Claim 5 was rejected under 35 tJ.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Aighavani in view of 
U,S, Patent Nfo. 6,1 14,2 16 to Yieh et aU and U,S, Patent No. 6,34S,3S9 to Chou ct al. Since claim 5 is 
dependent from claim 1, claim 5 is condition for allowance for at least ihe same reasons as that claim. 
AcL:ordingly, removal of the § 103(a) rejection of claim 5 is respecifully requested. 
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Patentability of the Added Claims 

The present Amendment adds claim 26, Since claim 26 is dependent upon allowable claim 1, claim 
26 IS in condition for allowaiice for at least the same reasons as tliat claim. Accordingly, approval of atldcd 
clai m 26 is respectfully requested.
